— — ^, „*.*. ^um outage \vtireuonst 
where score-, of firemen loot ihur lives 
jltmng the Jai -. hundreds of spectators 
huiTjed Irom the. tr.iins into the cele- 
brated con t-t of honor: Ther-i. sudden- 
ly, the conflagration came into full 
view. 


Whirlwinds of blazing embers were 
bong earned fiom th» end of the court 
ol honor fiirlhc-rebt from tlio administra- 
tioni building high over the in unuioth 
t-oof ot thu liberal arts bmldin" tho 
largest structure on earth. Tho <re-it 
golden statue of the republic could be 
seen lifting her liberty cap defiantly aloft 
thrcmgn the clouds of smoke and "tlame. 
The fire started in the Casino, inst 


east of the agricultural, and south of tho 
peristyle. Tho Casino was quickly de- 
voured, and tho flames surged north on 
the-top of tho peristyle, and dropping 
made a second line of tire along the base 
of the columns. The flames then spran" 
through the Music Hull, which coir* 
spuncls at the rioith end of the p -ristyle 
to tbe C,i.-,iiio at the south 


In spite of the efforts, of tbe firemen 


the liberal aits building, the lar-est 
m-ne-tm-e in the world, was soi.n on fire 
Ihe uames soon gut beyond contiol awav 
up on the- top piomenade of tbe hber.il 
art building, and tho mam aisle of the 
building was a mass of flames, arisiii" 
from tho blazing brands which came 
trom above. 


Eeiuoiscles-ily tbe lire was hurling it 


eell through the interstices of the hi" 
iron arches at I bo dizzy heights above! 
.The flames wound, boa-com.lnctor fash- 
on, in and around the mammoth ele etric 
light coronas suspended from the roof. 
Below these- fearlul circles ot iron likt ly 
to drop sit any moment, no man dared to 
go. even the hardiest not vi-ntni m" with- 
in a hundred feet. Frantic hoisl.5, with 
heavily loaded trucks, were plunging 
through the aisles not ene-umber,-d with 
wreckage or drenched with the fallin- 
cataracts of water, most of which fell 
far short of tho topmost flames. 


About 10:45 a great iron arch gave 


way directly above the French wares 
and falling hi;aUly. buried them beneath 
the burning pile, and they wen aban- 
doned. Back of the French win the 
Japanese exhibit, and about il cli^te-rcd 
a crowd of scared atid frantic Japanuso. 
This, like- mary exhibits, has not been 
released from bond, and the goods could 
not be taken fiom the building. Under 
the elirectio.'i of some Japanese officials 
the wares were carted to the cloois, ;. a I 
there they fc.ood guarded bynalivesof 
the Ilowery Kingdom, who sorrowfully 
awaited the destruction tliat seemed in- 
evitable. 


All of the American exhibits bail long 


ago been removed, but the tomiaiitie.s of 
tho customhouse had detained tho goo Is 
of tbe foreigners. Supcrmlcnde»t Gra- 
ham of tho manufacturers' building said 
it would be weeks before a. schcelule of 
tlie damages could be prepared. "It can 
hardly be ov.-restiiunted," said Mr. Gra- 
ham, '-ft is an awful sacrifice of wealth. 
1 have feared this ever since the fair was 
closed, and now it has come worse than I 
even dreamed," 


The fire department fought with c uergy 


and skill, bnt the conditions were all 
against success. A lie?-ce wind came 
over the lake, flinging fiery onibeis every- 
where and funning the flames into fierce 
life every moment. 
Huge billows of 


fliimo rolled northward over the great 
glass roof, being manfully combatted by 
the men upon the roof, who were handi- 
capped, however, by the lack of water. 


An hc'roic effort was m-ide to ge-t 


streams to the top of the giant structure, 
for tho only apparent solution of the 
salvation of the structure lay in getting 
men upon the encircling promenade anil 
pouring streams into the furnace helow. 
Bnt the water supply was fearfully in- 
adequate. Time and again the streams 
were cut off almost entirely, 


Scattered throughout tbe fair grounds 


are hydrants from which the'1 supply was 
to be'drawn, but they were insufficient 
in the hour of dire need. Finding that 
it wad impossible io reach the roof, the 
chief ordered his engines into the build- 
ing. 


With chuiging 'gongs aim chatter of 


hoofs, steamer after steamer rattled 
through tho smoke down the lire-lit 
aisles until the center of tlio building 
was reached. They were ranee-d about 
the "burning heaps of merchandise and 
the last si niggle of the nre'iuiii was 
taken up. Streaing of water were hurled 
upon the blaze, but with little elfect. 
From above a, fiery ball of embers poured 


elbow, and looking at the ik struction of 
the beautiful whit-> city, the pride of 
every Chicmroan. smd feebly: "I'drather 
die than to live." 


Tho climax of interest wa* reached 


after midnight, when a company of 50 
men could bo seen by the watcheis ouU 
side the building, edging their way along 
tho ridge of the roof. Heretofore all ef- 
iorts in this direction had practically 
failed, and owing to the Irighttul loss of 
lift) on tho fair grounds bulore, when 
firemen were ordered up to face a, possi- 
ble fall of 230 feet, the marshals had 
been slow to incur the responsibility for 
duplicating such a psril. 


Alter several hours of heroic work tho 


mro was fually gotlen under control. 
About this tune Prudent Higiubuthom 
was seen. 


"I should any," said he, "Ibat the loas 


by water would be much greater than 
by fire. The total loss to exhibits will 
not exceed $100,000. Of course the loss 
is serious enough, bnt the fire is now 
fairly under control, and there is no 
more to fear. All told the contents of 
the liberal ar!s building did not exceed a 
million dollais in value. As lo the ca- 
sino, peristyle and music hall there is no 
los^. We should not regret their burn- 
ing, a-s it is tbe cheapest way to remove 
them." 


The great fire was not without its 


work of death and injury, for tho sec- 
ond time within the history of-tho ex- 
position firemen risked life and limb to 
«ave the propeity ol others and sad- 
dened homis are the result.

Zola and Newspaper Worts." 


Eroile Zola as a man is one to whom 


both literary men mid journalists mast 
look up with viulimitecl respect. This la 
not so much on account of what he has 
written, perhaps, oabecauheliehimatways 
got so much money for it ana been able 
to rnako himself a rich man at literature. 
Ha was wretchedly poor at the beginning 
of his career, but as soon as ho got upon 
his feet ho began to save money. Thus 
he showed himself a greater genius than 
almost any other writing man of his time, 


other time, whether the writing 


man be journalist or devoted to tho minor 
task of making poetry and novels. 


Zola's opinions are therefore entitled 


to respect. He himself worked at jour- 
nalism before he achieved success as a 
novelist, and really was not at all bad 
as a newspaper man. After he earned 
a good sum of money regularly us the 
producer of lha fearful and wondeiful 
fiction for which ho has become noted 
he gradually relinquished journalism. 
But he always had a warm side for 
our branch of the business, as will be 
seen from tins paragraph below. What 
he writes in regard to strong character 
is especially worth remembering:
